Advices direétly relating to Cape Breton, 
come in Letters from Boftoo in New England, dated 
the sth ult. and in Subfance are: That Col, Samucl 
Wa'so, with 709 Men, was in Poflcilion of the grand 
Battery, which they had cover'd againit any Attack by 
Land; thet they fired upon che Town from one Bat- 
tery 200 Yards Diltance, and another at 400, and had! 
done great Execution; and that rhe Fredclr were in’ 
want of Provifions, Commodore Warren baving taken 
every Veflel that had appeared, only two with Wine 
and Brandy from France, who gor ip by the help of a 
Fog. By Letters found in Veflels from the French 
Sugar I{lands, it appears, that but Four Ships of Cay- 
lus’s Squadron were defigned for the Reltef of Cape 
Breton. Two of our Cématodore’s Squadron had 
brought in the Vigilante, of 64 Guns, end ¢60 Mean, 
with Naval and Warlike Stores ; which Ship left France 
in Company with oae Ship of ¢4 Guns, one of 40, and 
rwo ot 20 Guos each, all defigned to preferve Cape Bre- 
ton ; but none of them had ap»eared, nor any Ships of 
Wir from England, tho’ much wanted, sad daily exe 
pected. TheCommodore had appo'nted Cipt. Douglas 
to command the Vigilante, and the Governor of New 
England was fending 300 Sailors to Man her, or re- 
place thofe which might have been taken out of other 
Ships for that Service.
